FOREWORD 


At  the  close  of  the  World  War  efforts  were  made  to 
memorialize  those  of  our  community  who  lost  their  lives. 
Private  and  public  appeals  were  made  to  secure  the  names 
of  all  such  persons  and  these  were  then  given  much  pub- 
licity for  corrections  or  additions.  The  War  and  Navy 
Departments  would  not  at  that  time  give  out  information 
on  any  name  or  record. 

Bronze  tablets  erected  at  the  corner  of  Madison  Avenue 
and  Twentieth  Street  bore  this  revised  list  of  the  names  of 
the  World  War  Heroes.  A  tree  was  also  planted  in  honor 
of  each  man.  The  "Gold  Star  Driveway"  was  further  orna- 
mented with  cannon,  pyramids  of  cannon  balls,  flag  poles 
and  floral  beds.  All  this  was  dedicated  by  Service  Star 
Legion  and  presented  to  the  City  of  Ogden  on  November  11, 
1920.  The  occasion  was  a  memorable  one,  being  the  first 
memorial  to  the  World  War  Heroes  in  the  State  of  Utah. 

The  collection  and  compilation  of  the  military  and  naval 
records,  with  the  stories  of  the  brave  deeds  of  the  men  was 
another  part  of  this  Memorial. 

This  has  been  a  task  of  time  and  patience.  To  obtain 
the  important  and  interesting  story  of  each  one  has  been 
our  aim.  The  letters  "WD"  or  "ND"  denote  verification  of 
facts  by  the  War  Department  or  the  Navy  Department. 

Supplementing  this  Bronze  Tablet  list  are  names  which 
the  War  Department  credits  as  Ogden  men,  having  been 
inducted  or  enlisted  from  here.  We  have  been  unable  to 
find  but  one  of  the  relatives  of  these  men,  and  submit  their 
records  as  furnished  us. 

Newspaper  clippings  fade  ciuickly  or  may  be  easily  lost 
so  we  trust  that  this  booklet  may  fulfill  its  purpose  of  per- 
petuating these  records,  making  a  review  of  their  deeds  a 
convenient  perusal  and  thereby  cherish  them  in  fond  mem- 
ory.

(Serial  No.  572626) 

Herman  Baker  was  the  son  of  Aagtje  Voordijk  and 
Johannes  Age  Baker.  He  was  born  in  Rotterdam,  Holland, 
February  6,  1889. 

He  was  inducted  into  the  military  service,  March  17, 
1918,  at  Ft.  Douglas,  Utah,  as  a  private  in  Company  E,  58th 
Infantry.  He  went  to  Camp  Green,  Charlotte,  North  Caro- 
lina.  He  sailed  from  the  United  States  May  7,  1918. 

He  had  served  as  an  artilleryman  in  Holland  and  had 
been  awarded  medals  for  faithful  and  efficient  services.  He 
refused  to  be  placed  with  the  artillery  in  the  United  States 
army  and  chose  the  infantry. 

About  ten  days  before  word  came  telling  of  his  death, 
his  brother  Adrianus  Baker  received  a  letter  a  part  of  which 
follows : 

"I  am  proud  to  be  one  of  the  U.  S.  Army  and  to  have 
the  privilege  to  help  bring  liberty  to  this  part  of  the  country. 
I  realize  that  the  United  States  does  not  fight  unless  forced 
to  and  that  it  was  certainly  the  case  this  time.  I  believe 
that  God  will  cause  the  Allies  to  be  victorious  because  they 
fight  for  principle  and  not  conquest. 

I  never  dreamed  that  I,  a  Hollander,  would  ever  fight 
under  the  "Stars  and  Stripes"  but  as  it  is  I  am  proud  be- 
cause it  is  my  hope  to  become  a  full-fledged  citizen  of  the 
United  States." 

He  was  killed  in  action  July  18,  1918,  in  France. 

He  is  buried  in  the  American  Cemetery  Aisne-Marne, 
Belleau,  France.   Grave  81,  Row  6,  Block  A. 

The  "American  Legion"  Post  in  Ogden,  Utah,  is  named 
for  him.

At  Norfolk,  Virginia,  he  was  assigned  to  the  Battleship 
Michigan.  After  the  accident  to  this  ship  he  was  sent  to 
the  Philadelphia  Navy  Yard  and  on  March  23rd  assigned 
as  a  second-class  seaman  to  the  ammunition  ship  "Florence 
H.",  bound  for  France.  This  ship  was  blown  up  by  German 
spies  and  William  R.  Clark  was  one  lost.  A  pal  of  his  wrote 
the  mother  from  Brest,  France,  of  the  rescue  from  the 
water  but  that  he  had  been  badly  burned.  The  spy  was 
shot  by  troops  after  being  tried  and  condemned.

He  was  Ix)rn  in  Kaysville,  Utah, 
Januai-y  .".l.  1S9G.  He  enlisted  at  Farmington,  Utah  Novem- 
ber 3.  1917.  in  Co.  1).  26th  Infantry.  First  Division.  He  went 
to  Camp  Lewis.  Washington,  and  Camp  Mills,  New  York.  He 
sailed  for  overseas  in  I)eceml)er.  1917. 

He  was  assigned  January  16,  1918,  to  infantry  company 
under  Caj^tain  Bradley  Cui'ry.  This  comj^any  went  into  the 
trenches  IMarch  7,  1918,  in  the  sector  northwest  of  Toul. 
In  April  the\-  moxed  to  Picard.x-  and  remained  ten  days. 
Tliey  were  ordered  to  relieve  Co.  A,  28th  Infantry,  and  again 
went  to  the  front  line  May  28.  They  held  the  line  altho 
heavy  casualties  were  suffered.  The  next  place  was  Monti- 
vidie  and  then  Aisne-Marre.  While  moving  for  a  final  ob- 
jective to  the  l)row  of  a  hill  overlooking  the  Paris-Soissons 
)'()ad  they  suddenl\-  came  into  an  o\^en  field  and  were  sub- 
jected to  terrific  machine  gun  fire.  It  was  in  this  attack 
that  Jabez  Draper  fell.  He  was  shot  thru  the  temple,  dving 
instanll.w  but  with  a  smile  on  his  face.    Killed  .Iid\-  21.  1918.

He  was  born  September  1,  1896,  in 
Paris,  Idaho.  He  enlisted  as  a  Marine  at  Mare  Island,  San 
Francisco,  California,  Februaiy  6,  1917. 

He  attended  camps  at  Mare  Island,  California,  Puget 
Sound,  Washington,  and  Quantico,  Virginia,  and  sailed  from 
the  United  States  May  24,  1918.  Ashore  in  France  June  8, 
1918.  He  belonged  to  the  Marine  Corps,  4th  Brigade,  Sec- 
ond Division. 

"Private  Duffin  was  instantly  killed  at  Soissons,  on 
July  19,  1918,  about  9:30  A.  M.  He  had  gone  over  the  top 
east  of  Vierzy  and  had  to  attack  across  about  two  kilo- 
meters of  open  wheat  field.  It  was  the  worst  fight  this 
battalion  was  ever  in.  Duffin  got  as  far  as  the  second  road 
when  a  machine  gun  bullet  struck  him  directly  over  the 
right  eye  and  killed  him  instantly,  the  bullet  passing  thru 
his  head. 

Arthur  Duffin  joined  this  Company  (95th)  on  or  about 
June  19,  1918,  at  Nanteuil.  He  made  one  trip  to  Belleau 
Woods  and  was  in  his  second  action  when  he  was  killed.  He 
fell  with  a  good  many  of  his  comrades  on  July  19,  1918."

To  date,  October,  1927,  the  body  had  not  been  found.

He  was  a  .Marine  in  Co.  H.  of  the  Fifth  Regiment.  Sec- 
ond I)i\  isi()n.  He  embarked  for  overseas  in  May,  1918,  on 
vessel  "Port  N.  J."  He  was  transferred  to  the  Machine 
Gun  Service.    He  was  in  Aigonne,  also  St.  Mihiel  Sector. 

He  met  death  Octol)ei-  4.  1918.  at  St.  .Mihiel. 

The  captain  of  his  comi)any  writes  as  follows: 

"The  company  had  l)een  without  water  for  nearly  forty 
hours  and  were  suffeiing  inten.sely  from  thirst.  A  call 
was  made  foi-  volunteers  to  try  and  get  water,  as  it  was 
too  hazardous  to  command  any  one  to  go.  Leonard,  like 
the  hrave  man  he  was.  picked  up  the  canteens  and  started 
out  witli  a  companion  in  search  of  water  for  his  suffering 
comrades.  His  comjianion  was  wounded  and  Leonard  was 
killed  hy  shrajmel." 

His  body  was  allerwards  sent  to  tlie  Unileil  States 
and  l)uried  in  the  I'residio.  California.

Douglas,  Utah,  in 
the  Second  Engineers,  Company  B.  His  training  camps 
were  Camp  Baker  and  El  Paso,  Texas.  He  embarked  for  over- 
seas September  10,  1917,  and  was  killed  in  action  November 
10,  1918.  His  body  was  later  I'eturned  to  the  United  States 
and  is  buried  in  Mountain  View  Cemetery,  Ogden,  Utah.

"Words  are  insufficient  to  express  the  honor 
and  praise  due  those  who  dropped  the  pick  and 
shovel  and  took  up  the  rifle  and  bayonet  in  Belleau 
Woods,  Vaux,  Soissons  and  Champaigne." 
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He  then  relates  tlie  experience  of  Co.  "B"  in  their 
hazai-dous  and  hei-oic  activities  in  the  sectors  in  which  they 
served.  We  regret  omittinjjf  any  of  this  most  interesting 
account.  I)ut  give  only  the  story  of  Corijoral  Fred  J.  Grant's 
last  l)attle. 

Letters  received  l)y  the  father  and  mother  express 
the  highest  praise  of  this  sjilendid  American  soldier.  One 
was  from  W.  K.  Rnsscll.  Caiitain.  Kngineers.  Commanding. 
Another  from  a  i)ersonal  fi  iend,  Sgt.  Cecil  B.  McCantey.  Co. 
B.  Secrnd  Engineers.  A. P.O.  710.  Written  from  Mulhofen. 
Germany.  January  21.  i;)i;». 

"On  November  second,  the  Regiment  was  a.ssenibled  at 
Landreville. 

"The  Fii-st  Battalion,  of  which  "B"  Company  was  a 
part,  moved  to  a  German  saw  mill  in  the  woods  near  Chateau 
Behal.  Xovemher  7th.  where  it  repaired  roads  and  prepai-ed 
the  foot  bridges  which  were  later  used  the  IMarines  in 
crossing  the  Meuse  and  driving  the  Germans  from  the  oppo- 
site l)ank  on  the  last  day  of  the  war.  The  material  for  the 
l)ridges  was  ol)taine(l  from  old  German  l)arracks  in  Beau- 
mont and  timi)er  from  Letanne.  "B"  Com]iany  had  its 
l)ri(lge  i-eady  for  launching  in  the  afternoon  of  November 
10. 

"Sections  of  the  l)ri(lges  had  i)een  consti'ucted  at  Beau- 
mf)nt.  which  was  about  six  kilometers  south  of  the  chosen 
site  on  the  river.  Tliese  sections  were  constructed  in  12 
foot  lengths  and  were  G  feet  wide.  They  were  loaded  on 
wagons.  4  sections  to  a  wagon,  and  hauled  to  within  400 
yards  of  tlie  river  bank  where  they  were  unloaded.  The 
enemy  held  the  east  Ijank  of  the  river  in  strong  foi'ces  but 
was  prevented  fi'om  locating  the  iwsitions  i)y  the  very  dense 
fog  which  coxered  the  valley  and  b.v  oui-  artillery  l)arrage. 
which  started  as  the  sections  were  unloaded.  The  fog  was 
so  intense  that  flai-es  were  hardly  visible  at  a  dozen  yards 
distance,  and  so  uncertain  was  the  enemy  of  the  location  of 
the  Engineers,  that  flares  fired  by  him  lit  on  the  men  at 
work  and  did  not  disclose  them  to  the  enem.w  Fi-om  the 
place  of  unloading  the  sections  were  skidded  across  a  double 
track  railroad  eml)ankment  al)Out  six  feet  high,  which  was 
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lined  with  underbrush,  then  along  a  low  bottom  land  200 
yards  to  the  river's  edge,  where  they  were  assembled.  The 
bridges  were  assembled  complete  about  300  yards  apart 
and  shoved  out  into  the  river.  A  long  guy  rope  was  atta- 
ched to  the  end  of  each  bridge  to  keep  the  current  from 
carrying  it  down-stream.  The  bridges  were  made  fast  on 
the  far  bank,  and  the  Marines  arrived  just  as  they  were 
completed  and  crossed  without  being  exposed  to  the  enemy 
machine  gun  fire  which  had  been  continuously  sweeping 
the  near  bank  of  the  river. 

"Just  as  "B"  Company's  bridge  was  being  launched,  a 
lashing  broke  which  caused  a  short  delay,  but  it  was  soon 
repaired  and  the  Marines  were  crossing  within  13  minutes 
from  the  time  the  launching  was  started. 

"Detachments  of  men  were  left  with  the  bridges  to 
keep  them  in  repair,  and  the  detachment  with  "B"  Com- 
pany's bridge  was  kept  busy,  for  during  the  early  hours  of 
the  morning,  the  bridge  received  a  direct  hit  of  an  enemy 
shell. 

"From  all  information  obtainable,  it  was  while  on  duty 
repairing  this  bridge  on  the  last  night  of  the  war  that 
Corporal  Fred  J.  Grant  was  killed,  being  hit  by  a  piece  of 
a  shrapnel,  or  shell  fragment  in  the  left  side  near  the 
shoulder.  He  was  carried  part  way  to  a  dressing  station 
that  night,  but  died  on  the  way.  On  the  following  morning, 
several  of  his  comrades  went  out  in  search  of  his  body  and 
found  it  covered  with  his  overcoat.  He  was  buried  by  his 
friends  in  the  American  Battle  Area  Cemetery,  Commune 
of  Villemontry,  Ardennes,  France." — Regimental  Historian. 

The  body  was  moved  to  America  and  lies  in  Mountain 
View  Cemetery,  Ogden. 

PRIVATE  ARMISTEAD  GREEN 

Armistead  Green  was  the  son  of  Elizabeth  Leavitt  and 
Alexander  A.  Green.  He  was  born  in  Ogden,  Utah,  Febru- 
ary 2,  1896. 

While  attending  the  University  of  Utah  he  enlisted  in 
Salt  Lake  City  December  11,  1917,  in  the  Infantry  of  the 
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Reg-ulai-  U.  S.  Army.  He  trained  at  Camp  Kelley  P'iekl, 
Texas,  and  Camp  Hancock,  Georg-ia.  He  sailed  overseas 
al)()Ut  Ai)ril  2.  and  was  at  Daiu-exoii-  and  .Ml.  Bonnell. 

On  June  6,  1918,  near  Alt.  Bonnell  in  the  battle  of  Chateau 
Thierry  he  met  death.  His  body  was  returned  to  the  United 
States  and  buried  in  Ogden  City  Cemetery. 

Just  before  embarking  at  Jersey  City  lie  was  assigned 
to  Co.  E,  30th  Infantry.  Third  Division,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  connected  with  the  Intelligence  Section,  composed 
of  scouts.  obser\ers  and  snipei's.  His  com]")any  was  at  the 
fi'ont  in  a  little  town.  The  men  had  been  sleeping  in  an  old 
l)arn  and.  when  the  bombardment  began,  they  left  the  barn 
to  go  out  and  cai'ry  water  to  their  wounded  comrades.  The 
agreement  was  that  any  who  did  not  return  in  a  given  time 
be  also  hunted.  One  of  the  comrades  found  Armistead 
Green  mortally  wounded.  He  was  sent  to  the  hosjiital  but 
soon  passed  awa\'.  This  comrade  conveyed  the  details  to 
the  mother  in  a  letter.

Clayton  B.  Griswold  was  the  son  of  Carrie  Bull  and 
William  Griswold.

18.  1885. 

He  enlisted  in  Co.  I-],  loth  Engineers  (Forestrx).  at 
Ogden,  Utah,  on  Jul\  18.  1917.  He  attended  cam))  at  Ft. 
Douglas.  I'lah  and  American  University,  Washington,  D.  C. 
He  sailed  for  overseas  Sej^tember  10.  1917.  He  attended  a 
camp  sixty  miles  south  of  Bordeaux. 

On  October  20.  1918.  at  Bordeaux.  France,  he  died  of 
lobar  pneumonia.  He  was  buried  in  Grave  7.  Row  1.  Allied 
Plot.

Albert  William  Goddard  was  the  son  of  Martha  Wil- 
liams and  Hyrum  Harrison  Goddard.  He  was  born  in 
Ogden,  Utah,  September  28,  1887. 

He  enlisted  November  1,  1917,  at  Ogden,  Utah.  He 
went  to  Camp  Lewis,  Washington,  and  then  to  training 
camp  at  Hempstead,  Long  Island,  New  York.  Later  he  was 
in  Camp  Merritt  in  New  Jersey  preparatory  to  embarking 
for  France.  He  was  assigned  to  Battery  "B",  148  Heavy 
Field  Artillery. 

He  sailed  for  France  on  January  22,  1918.  In  training 
in  France  until  July  4,  1918,  when  his  assignment  was  taken 
up  to  the  front  where  they  were  in  active  service  until  the 
close  of  the  war. 

He  took  part  in  the  following  engagements : 

Champagne-Marne  Defense  from  July  4,  1918,  to  July 
18,  1918;  Aisne-Marne  July  18  to  August  6,  1918;  St.  Mihiel 
September  12  to  September  16,  and  Meuse-Argonne  Septem- 
ber 26  to  November  11,  1918. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  and  while  near  Metz  he  was 
injured  in  a  fall  from  his  field  gun,  suffering  injury  to  his 
head  and  was  removed  to  the  hospital.  The  fall  was  no 
doubt  a  result  of  the  loss  of  sleep.  December  25,  1918,  we 
received  our  first  word  of  his  injury  thru  the  Red  Cross 
who  advised  of  his  being  in  Base  Hospital  No.  86,  Mesves 
Sur-Loire,  France.  His  mind  was  affected  on  account  of 
the  injury.  Under  date  of  March  5,  1919,  we  were  advised 
of  his  arrival  in  the  United  States  and  quartered  in  U.  S. 
General  Hospital  No.  1,  Ward  55,  at  177th  Street  and  Uni- 
versity Avenue,  New  York  City. 

From  this  hospital  he  was  transferred  to  the  National 
Soldiers'  Home  at  Hampton,  Virginia.  Later  moved  to  U.  S. 
General  Hospital  No.  4,  Ft.  Porter,  Buffalo,  New  York. 
Later  he  was  moved  to  the  State  Mental  Hospital  at  Prove, 
Utah,  and  then  to  a  hospital  at  Ukiah,  California,  where  he 
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died  P\'l)i-iiary  17,  1921.  His  i-emains  were  returned  to 
Ogden,  whei-e  services  were  held  and  he  was  buried  in 
Ogden  City  Cemetery.

Tlieii-  advances  were  continuous  from  the 
start,  tho  handicapi)ed  l)ecause  unaccustomed  to  the  French 
methods  of  handling  things. 

In  a  letter  received  from  Albert  under  date  of  August 
2.  1918.  he  writes:  "We  have  the  Boche  on  the  run  now. 
We  are  now  whei'e  they  were  cami^ed  ten  days  ago.  General 
Pershing  says  we  will  be  home  for  our  Thanksgiving  Din- 
nei-.   Our  batteries  ai-e  doing  good  work."

He  enlisted  at  p]lko,  Nevada.  September  22,  HMT.  P'irst 
in  the  Field  Artillery  and  then  the  Air  Service. 

He  attended  Camp  Li'wis,  Washington;  Mather  Field 
Sacramento,  California,  and  Rockwell  Field,  San  Diego,  Cali- 
fornia. 

Death  was  caused  l)y  an  airplane  accident. 

Orville  Wallace  Rul)y  entered  the  stervice  at  Elko, 
Nevada.  o48th  Field  Artillery,  whei-e  he  was  a  Sergeant. 
In  March.  1918,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Air  Service  and 
sent  to  the  Ground  School  at  the  University  of  California  at 
Berkeley,  California,  for  three  months.  During  that  time 
he  was  classed  as  a  Cadet.  Upon  comjiletion  of  the  course 
at  the  University  he  was  sent  to  IMather  Field  at  Sacra- 
mento. California,  to  start  training  in  actual  flying,  being 
at  that  time  classed  as  Flying  Cadet.  In  June.  1918,  he  was 
given  a  short  furlough  and  returned  to  Ogden.  At  the  ex- 
piration of  this  furlough  he  returned  to  Mather  Field  where 
he  was  commissioned  as  a  Lieutenant,  Air  Service.  October 
25,  1918,  and  then  transferred  to  Rockwell  Field.  San  Diego. 
California.  He  sjiecialized  in  stunt  flying  and  we  are  told 
that  he  was  one  of  the  liest  stunt  flyers  on  the  Coast  at  the 
time.  On  December  1",,  1918,  Lieutenant  Ruby  was  killed 
when  his  plane  ci-ashed.    Although  an  excellent  stunt  flyer. 
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at  the  time  of  his  fatal  accident  he  was  flying  "straight" 
and  had  not  been  doing  any  stunt  flying.  The  cause  of  the 
accident  was  evidently  engine  trouble.  The  accident  hap- 
pened early  in  the  morning.  Lieut.  Ruby  and  another 
Lieutenant  were  both  scheduled  to  do  some  practice  shoot- 
ing at  water  targets  that  morning,  and  both  wanted  to  use 
the  same  plane.  After  a  friendly  argument  they  both  de- 
cided Lieut.  Ruby  would  go  up  first.  The  other  Lieutenant 
went  in  to  write  a  letter  and  had  only  started  his  letter 
when  he  heard  someone  say  that  Lieut.  Ruby  had  just 
crashed  and  had  been  killed.  He  said  he  could  hardly  be- 
lieve it,  because  he  had  been  talking  to  him  only  about  ten 
minutes  before.  Lieut.  Ruby  was  given  a  military  funeral 
in  San  Diego  and  then  his  body  was  returned  to  Ogden  for 
burial. 

Wallace  Ruby  was  a  graduate  of  the  Ogden  High  School 
and  also  attended  the  University  at  Salt  Lake  one  summer. 
It  was  his  intention  to  go  through  college,  but  when  war 
was  declared  he  joined  the  army.  During  his  high  school 
days  he  was  very  prominent  in  the  school  athletic  work, 
being  a  star  basketball  and  football  player.  He  and  Lieut. 
Geo.  Beck  (who  also  lost  his  life  in  an  airplane  crash)  being 
considered  two  of  the  best  athletes  attending  the  Ogden 
High  School.  Just  after  his  graduation  from  High  School 
he  was  athletic  coach  at  the  Utah  State  School  for  the  Deaf 
and  Blind  for  one  season,  where  he  coached  a  winning 
Ijasketball  team  and  was  very  popular  with  both  teachers 
and  students.

25,  1918,  at  Ogden,  Utah,  and  sailed  from  the  United  States 
August  9,  1918.  He  was  killed  in  action  while  serving  in 
Company  M,  109th  Infantry.  He  was  buried  in  Grave  28, 
Row  10,  Block  F.,  Meuse-Argonne  American  Cemetery, 
Romagne-sous-Montfaucon,  Meuse,  France. 

SERGEANT  BENJAMIN  F.  THOMPSON 

(Serial  No.  3969914) 

Benjamin  F.  Thompson  was  born  October  30,  1888,  in 
Bonar,  Oklahoma.  His  mother  was  Martha  Thompson.  He 
was  inducted  July  25.  1918,  at  Dallas,  Texas.  He  died  of 
multiple  pyemia,  December  3,  1918,  at  General  Hospital  No. 
25,  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison,  Indiana,  while  serving  in  De- 
tachment 1,  Recruit  Co.,  Engineers,  unassigned.  He  was

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PRIVATE  GEORGE  TOMAKA 
(Serial  No.  IIG.-JOO) 

George  Toniaka  was  \nn-n  A\n-\\  22,  1885.  at  Lancilt, 
Austria,  and  enlisted  in  the  Marine  Corps  December  8,  1916, 
at  San  Francisco.  California.  He  had  resided  in  Ogden.  but 
his  mother.  Mrs.  IMary  Tomaka  lived  in  Trzebownisko,  Post 
Rzeszow.  Galicia.  Poland. 

He  arrived  in  France  August  22,  1917,  as  a  member  of 
17th  Co..  5th  Regiment  of  ^Marines.  He  served  in  the  follow- 
ing engagements  from  March  15  to  May  13,  1918,  Toulon 
sector,  Verdun:  fiom  .Alay  .'.l  to  .June  5  Aisne  defensive  in 
the  Chateau  Thierry  sector;  from  June  6  to  June  15,  Chateau 
Thierry  sector  (capture  of  Hill  112.  I'.ouresche.  Belleau 
Wood). 

He  was  killed  here  in  action  June  15,  1918,  and  buried  in 
Grave  53.  Row  12,  Block  A.  .Aisiie-Marne  Cemetery  No.  1764, 
Belleau  \\'ood,  France. 

GEORGE  BRIM  SliOTLIFF 

George  B.  Shotliff  enrolled  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force 
June  17,  1918,  at  Salt  Lake  City.  Utah.  He  reported  for 
active  duty  July  15.  i;)18,  at  Radio,  San  Franci.sco,  Cali- 
fornia, and  died  of  pneumonia  at  Navy  Quarantine  Hospital, 
Los  Angeles.  California.  November  21,  1918. 
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A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  "SERVICE  STAR 

LEGION" 

November  9,  1917,  a  group  of  Ogden  women  began  an 
organization  of  relatives  of  men  in  the  World  War  service, 
which  organization  was  the  first  in  the  State  and  the  second 
of  its  kind  in  the  United  States. 

October  7,  1919,  this  organization  then  known  as  the 
"Women  of  American  Patriots",  amalgamated  with  ten 
other  and  similar  groups  and  became  "Service  Star  Legion". 
The  meeting  creating  the  "Legion"  was  held  in  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  and  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  that 
State.  It  is  not  auxiliary  to  any  other  organization  but  aims 
at  all  times  to  give  needed  assistance  to  any  ex-service  man 
or  woman  and  also  to  cooperate  with  all  other  patriotic 
organizations. 

"Service  Star  Legion,  Inc."  is  a  National  organization 
and  seeks  to  carry  in  Nation,  State  and  Community  its  ob- 
jectives thru  the  five  points  of  the  Star — Sisterhood,  Edu- 
cation, Relief,  Remembrance  and  Vigilance. 

Those  eligible  to  membership  are  wife,  mother,  sister, 
daughter,  grandmother,  aunt,  step-mother  or  foster  mother 
(the  two  latter  upon  the  written  request  of  the  service  man 
whom  she  represents),  of  men  or  women  who  held  a  dis- 
charge from  the  World  War  in  the  United  States  or  the 
Ahies. 

The  official  banner  of  the  "Service  Star  Legion"  is  a 
service  flag  which  embraces  all  branches  of  the  Service — 
red  for  the  Army,  supported  by  blue  for  the  Navy  and  white 
for  Air  Service.  It  was  designed  bv  Mrs.  Seldon  I.  Clawson 
of  Salt  Lake  City. 

During  the  war  period  service  flags  with  blue  stars 
hung  in  the  windows  of  those  who  had  men  or  women  in 
service,  but  many  blue  stars  turned  gold  thru  the  supreme 
sacrifice.  The  banner  on  our  first  page  represents  the 
Honor  Division  with  the  Gold  Star.  The  Honor  Division 
is  composed  of  all  blood  relatives  of  those  who  lost  their 
lives  in  the  line  of  duty,  either  by  disease  or  in  action.

A.  D.  Batestas,  Mrs.  Caroline  Bradley,  Mrs.  Don  Woolsey, 
and  again  Mrs.  Eldredge  and  Mrs.  Falck. 
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ABBOT  RODNEY  HEYWOOD 

(Mayor  of  Ogden  City,  Utah,  during  the  World  War  period) 

Mayor  Heywood  was  Chairman  of  the  Draft  Board,  a 
member  of  the  National  Defense  Committee,  an  active  par- 
ticipant in  Liberty  Loans,  a  worker  in  calls  of  Red  Cross, 
and  an  advisor  in  the  Conservation  plans. 

At  the  close  of  the  War  he  expressed  his  interest  in 
the  care  and  preservation  of  these  and  other  war-time 
records,  and  provided  that  fireproof  receptacles  be  placed 
in  the  Carnegie  Library  for  this  purpose. 

The  Library  has  not  as  yet  secured  the  fireproof  cases, 
but  it  is  hoped  these  will  soon  be  established. 

The  Reverend  John  Edward  Carver  wartime  Red  Cross 
chairman  says:  "Abbot  Rodney  Heywood  as  war  mayor 
of  Ogden  had  wide  scope  for  all  his  varied  capabilities  for 
patriotic  service.  Many  were  the  calls  made  upon  his  time 
and  strength  that  he  could  have  refused  or  assigned  to 
others.  His  physical  strength  was  at  no  time  equal  to  the 
wishes  which  his  patriotic  spirit  urged  him  to  perform  for 
a  war  plagued  city,  state  and  country.  He  gave  his  best  to 
the  cause,  and  for  so  talented  and  patriotic  man  to  do  that 
was  to  accomplish  very  much  indeed." 

Mr.  Heywood  died  January  9,  1923,  and  is  buried  in 
Mountain  View  Cemetery. 
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The  followinjr  names  are  those  of  World  War  Veterans 
Who  have  died  since  the  Armistice,  November  11,  1918,  and 
who  are  buried  in  either  Ogden  City  Cemetery  or  Mountain 
\'i('\v  Cemetery.  Tlie  records  of  these  men  have  not  yet 
been  collected  and  compiled. 

Tliese  witii  the  graves  of  world  war  heroes  are  deco- 
rated with  evergreen  wreaths  at  Christmas  time  l)y  Service 
Star  Legion,  Ogden  Chapter.
